Shot in Mexican Revolt

Mexico City, Dec. 9.—Twenty-five 
generals and six colonels were shot 
in connection with the Serrano- 
Gomez revolt, according to an of- 
ficial statement issued today. The 
statement shows that the revolution, 
while costly in high numbers of 
army officers, was least costly of all 
Mexican revolts in lives of common 
soldiers, for the soldiers refused to 
follow their revolting officers and 
those who did soon deserted, making 
possible only one formidable bat- 
tle, that of Ayahualulco, in which 
Gen. Gomez’s forces were cut to 
pieces. Afterward came the relent- 
less pursuit of the fleeing generals 
and their capture one after another. 

The statement says the result of 
the revolt shows the solidarity of 
the army and the growth of new 
military traditions. 

“Apart from generals and other 
offirers shot, the revolt cost the lives 
of perhaps a score or more persons 
implicated in the revolt. ~The re- 
volt left scarcely an impress on Mexi- 
can life.”

Nonstop Flight Between Two 
Capitals Planned, Before 
Plane Goes to Museum. 


TRIP TO BE UNOFFICIAL 


On a nonstop flight which, it is ex- 
pected, will serve to rekindle the fires 
of hospitality and good will between 
the people of the United States and the 
people of Mexico, Col. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh will hop off from Bolling Fteld 
here Wednesday morning for Mexico 
City. 

He will fly in the Spirit of St. Louis, 
which proved so effective an instru- 
mentality in recreating feelings of good 
will’ between the United States and 
France last summer. 

In order that the full benefit of serv- 
ing aS a@ messenger of good will be- 
tween the two people may be obtained, 
preparations for the flight are being 
carried forward by Col. Lindbergh per- 
sonally, and to further accomplish his 
purpose he has worked on his plans 
without the cooperation of the Daniel 
Guggenheim Fund for the Promotion 


of Aeronautics, under whose aegis he 


has been flying since his air crossing 
of the Atlantic last summer. 

“This flight has no backers,” Lind- 
bergh said yesterday. “There is np 
need for them.”

OFFERED IN SENATE 


Revamped Swing - Johnson 
and Phipps Measures Differ 
on State Approval.

Radically different measures dealing 
with the Boulder Canyon dam project 
were introduced yesterday in the Senate 
one a slightly revamped Swing-Johnson 
measure, and the other the Phipps bill.

Declares Excess Avoided. 


The chairman confined his remarks 
entirely to explaining the viewpoint of 
the ways and means committee in rec- 
ommending the billasitis. He pointed 
out that the committee had gone on 
record against any cut in excess of 
$250,000,000 and that every effort had 
been made by its majority to hold the 
proposed reduction as near as possible 
to the maximum of $225,000,000 set by 
the Treasury. 

It was felt, the chairman continued. 
that the corporation tax, which has not 
been reduced since the war, should re- 
ceive first consideration, and for this 
reason the rate on corporation incomes 
should be cut from 1314 to 11% per 
cent He added that the Federal in- 
come tax and the present rates on in- 
comes within the intermediate brackets 
had not been touched, as the committee 
believed they were equitable and should 
remain as they are. 

Mr. Green also touched briefly upon 
the committee’s recommendation to re- 
duce from 3 to 1% per cent the tax on 
automobile sales, In referring to other 
reductions, which include a 50 per cent 
cut in the tax on club ducs and an in- 
crease from 75 cents to $1 in the ex- 
emption granted on admission tickets. 
he said the committee regarded these 
changes as equitable. 

Reverse Picture Painted. 


Mr Garner, at the outset of his ‘e- 
marks, said that Green had pictured 
ably the various aspects of the revenue 
bill, but that he had a reverse picture 
to give. The Texan attacked what he 
said was a practice by the Senate of 
unnecessarily amending bills that origi- 
nated in the House, predicting that 
tax legislation would be complicated 
and luindered by Senate activities after 
it had left the House. 

Holding that Secretary Mellon was 
the strongest man in this country, by 
virtue of his financial position, and al- 
most controis the economic situation «f 
the world, Garner suggested to the 
Republicans, “If you are going to nomi- 
nate a President to carry out the pres- 
ent administration policies, you could 
not get a better man than Andrew W 
Mellon.

Castle declined to emplify this 
after his meeting yesterday with the 
committee He declined to disclose 
what he had said to the committee, 

Open hearings will be begun Thurs- 
day by the committee whose member- 
ship includes Senators Jones, Wash- 
ington, and Johnson, California, Re- 
publicans, and Robinson, Arkansas, and 
Bruce, Maryland, Democrats. Mean- 
while Chairman Reed has authority to 
issue subpenas for witnesses and for 
papers and documents. He did not re- 
veal who would be called. 

Senator Reed said he was unaware of 
the identity of the four senators men- 
tioned in the newspaper story which 
appeared yesterday in the Washington 
Herald. The names were deleted in the 
facsimile which show that money had 
been ordered paid by the Mexican gov- 
ernment in the interest of propaganda. 


Senators Laugh at Charges. 


While several] senators have been 
named in the whisperings about the 
Capitol, some of those who were sup- 
posed to have been named in the al- 
leged documents laughed at the 
charges. 

In demanding an investigation, Sen- 
ator Reed declared the honesty of the 
Senate had been placed “under a 
cloud” by the allegations. Immediate 
inquiry was grante 
without a record vote. 

The documents have been branded 
as forgeries repeatediy by the Mexican 
Embassy here.

$100,000 for One Senator. 


New York, Dec. 9 (A.P.).—Continuing 
copyrighted publication of purported 
official Mexican documents, the Hearst 
newspapers tomorrow will say that 


President Calles ordered $100,000 paid 
to one of three United States senators 
proposed as beneficiaries of previous 
orders for payments of $1,200,000 for 
“pro-Mexican propaganda.” 

Payment of the $100,000 was ordered, 
the article will say, after Calles wrote 
to Arturo M. Elias, Mexican financial 
agent in New York, last January, ask- 
ing him to investigate reports that “in 
Washington they are preparing a rup- 
ture of relations with my government.” 
Elias replied, the article will say, that 
the Mexican executive’s fears of a rup- 
ture were “well founded” and that there 
was talk even of “armed intervention, 
which undoubtedly would carry us into 
war.” 

$250,000 Held Too Much, 


The correspondence, the article will 
say, included a letter and a telegram 
from the president to Elias, explaining 


that Mexican finances would permit 
only the payment of $100,000 to the 
senator, instead of $250,000 as recom- 
mended by Elias. 

The previous orders, the article will 
say, provided for the payment of $500,- 
000 to one United States senator and 
$350,000 to each of two other senators. 
The senator who was ordered given 
the largest sum last year, the article 
will say, was the one named by Presi- 
dent Calles in his letter proposing the 
payment of $100,000 this year. 

Facsimiles, with the name of senator 
deleted, will accompany the-article, 

Although only three senators are 
mentioned in the article to be pub- 
lished tomorrow, a similar article pub- 
lished today said that Calles had issued 
an order for the payment of $15,000 to 
a fourth United States senator “for 
services he has rendered in favor of the 
proletariat of the world.”

Many of the curious who had come 
to watch the ceremony were disap- 
pointed by the simplicity of the serv- 
ice, having looked forward to a large 
and demonstrative funeral. 

Prince Yovano lay in a silver-bronze 

casket which cost $5,000. Following 
Romany custom, the prince’s hat was 
placed in the casket with the body, 
as well as other articles of personal 
effect. Lace of rich beauty covered the 
casket. Flowers were noticeably lack- 
ing. 
From Holy Rosary Church the cor- 
tege, escorted by Motorcycle Policeman 
J. J. Tolson, went, to Mount Olivet 
Cemetery, where the casket was placed 
in a public vault, to remain until the 
burial services. 

King Mitchell has announced the 
burial services will be performed in all 
of Romany’s pomp.

To abolish the Board of Commission- 
ers and to authorize the President to 
appoint a city manager at a salary of 
$10,000 a year; to compel local hotels 
to post price lists, and providing penal- 
ties if the prices are exceeded; to bring 
back a 5-cent street car fare and to 
inaugurate a system of universal trans- 
fers; to free members of Congress from 
being sued in the courts here while 
Congress is in session. 

Senator Swanson (Democrat), of Vir- 
ginila, introduced a bill providing for 
a $4,500,000 memorial highway from 
Mount Vernon to the new Arlington 
Memorial Bridge; and a bill providing 
funds for the reservation and monu- 
ment at George Washington’s birth- 
place, Wakefield, Va. 

Senator Smoot (Republican), of Utah, 
introduced a bill to provide relief for 
the Smithsonian Institution, and Sena- 
tor McKellar, Democrat, of Tennessee, 
introduced another bill providing for 
a 5-cent street car fare. 

Senator Copeland (Democrat), of New 
York, introduced three bills, one of 
which, aimed at so-called “diploma 
mills,” would create a council of unl- 
versities and colleges here to guard 
against such institutions, The other 
two provide for rearranging and recon- 
structing the Senate wing of the Capi- 
tol and for granting a Congressional 
Medal of Honor to Lincoln Ellsworth, 
the American who flew over the North 
Pole with Amundsen. 

Senator Robinson (Democrat), of Ar- 
kansas, introduced a bill providing that 
Army bandmasters be given the rank 
and pay of second lieutenants, and 
Senator Blease (Democrat), of South 
Carolina, introduced the “Jim Crow” 
bill, providing separate accommodations 
on street cars for white and colored 
persons, 


Would Regulate Child Labor. 


In the House, Representative Zihl- 
man, of Maryland, chairman of the 
House District committee, introduced a 
new bill to regulate child labor in 
Washington. It provides that no child 
under 14 may work in any gainful oc- 
cupation except agriculture or house 
work, and then only under the direc- 
tion of the child’s parents or legal 
guardian. This would supersede the 
“noverty clause’ in the present law 
which allows employment of children 
from 12 to 14 years outside of schoo) 
hours. The new law also would remove 
the exemption now enjoyed by Capitol 
pages. Another clause in the bill would 
prohibit boys under 16 or girls under 18 
from working between the hours of 7 
o’clock at night and 6 in the morning. 

Representative Zihlman also intro- 
duced a bill to equaiize the salaries of 
park policemen and metropolitan po- 
licemen. 

Representative Seger, of New Jersey. 
introduced a bill providing that all Fed- 
eral employes be allowed fifteen days’ 
sick leave and fifteen days’ annual leave 
with pay, and authorizing the employ- 
ment of substitutes who are not on 
the civil service rolls. Under its terms, 
no Government worker would do more 
than eight hours’ work a day, or work 
more than six days a week, except when 
public necessity required it. 


Airport Bill Reintroduced. 


Representative Gasque, of South 
Carolina, reintroduced a bill to acquire 
the old Benning race track property for 
use aS a municipal airport. The bill is 
sponsored by the Kenilworth Citizens 
Association. 

In a report made to the association, 
a special airport committee declared 
that not a single civic group had in- 
dorsed the Gravelly Point site for an 
airport; that the District Commission- 
ers had regarded the airport project as 
a purely technical matter and had been 
largely influenced by “enthusiastic 
aeronautical men,” without giving 
proper consideration to the business 
and civic aspects of the project. Post- 
master Mooney, the report said, was in 
favor of the Benning site, and had pub- 
licly said the Gravelly Point site was 
unsatisfactory from the standpoint of

Soaked False Set in Port Wine 
or Drank the Liquor, 
Dentist Wrote.

George Washington's dentist, in reply 


Mo an implied complaint of the first 


President concerning the condition of 
the false teeth he wore, told him their 


unsatisfactory state was “occasioned 
either by your soaking them in port or 
by your drinking it.” 

This came to light today when J. Ben 
Robinson, dean of the school of den- 
tistry at the University of Maryland, 
made public the only known photo- 
Static copy of a letter dated December 
28, 1798, from John Greenwood, New 
York dentist, to Gen. Washington 
Greenwood’s letter in part follows: 

“Sir—I send you inclosed two sets of 
teeth, one fixed on the old bar in part 
and the set you sent me from Phila- 
dephia, which I received, was very 
black, occasioned @ither by your soaking 
them in port wine or by your drinking 
it. Port wine, being sower, takes off 
all the polish, and all acids have a ten- 
dency to soften every kind of teeth and 
bone. Acid is used in colouring every 
kind of ivory. Therefore it is very per- 
nicious to the teeth. 

“I advise you to either take them out 
after dinner and put them in elean 
water-and put in «nother set or clean 
them with a brush and some chalk, 
scraped fine. It will absorb the acid 
which collects from the mouth and pre- 
serve them longer. 

“I have found another way of using 
the sealing wax when holes are eaten 
in the teeth by acid—first observe and 
dry the teeth, then take a piece of wax 
and cut it into as small pieces as you 
think will fill up the hole, then take 
a large nail or any other piece of iron 
and heat it hot into the fire. ' Then 
put your piece of wax into the hole 
and melt it by means of introducing 
the point of the nail to it. 

“If your teeth grow black take some 
chalk and a pine or cedar stick and it 
will rub it off. If you want your teeth 
more yellower soak them in broath or 
pot liquor, but not in tea or acid. 
Porter is a good thing to color them 
and will not hurt, but preserve them, 
but it must not be in the least pricked. 

“After hoping you will not be ob- 
liged to be troubled very soon in the

HELD NEAR COLLAPSE 


City Heads Are in Quandary 
Whether to Repair It. or 
Wait on Congress. 


PUBLIC DOCKS ARE SAFE 


The workhouse wharf at the foot of 
Ninth street southwest, where barges 
land brick and other product& of the 
workhouse and reformatory and indus- 
trial plants, was reported yesterday to 
be in a condition approaching collapse. 

District outhorities were in a quandary 
whether to repair it with new timber 
work, the estimated life of which would 
be seven years, or to wait upon the 
action of Congress in the proposal of 
the chief of Army Engineers for new 
development of the entire water front. 

“If the program to bring all the 
wharves into first-class condition is 
adopted, the work might well begin at 
the weakest points, namely, where cur- 
rent failures are reported,” said Roland 
M. Brennan, chief clerk of the District 
Engineering Department. 

Capt. M. M. Barnard, superintendent 
of municipal penal institutions, re- 
ported the dangerous condition of the 
wharf to the Board of Public Welfare, 
which, in turn, reported it to Brennan. 
Brennan asked the engineer of bridges 
to make an inspection. This inspec- 
tion was reported as follows: 

“The wharf in its entirety is in a 
condition approaching collapse. Nu- 
merous holes in the back constitute a 
potential source of injury to persons 
using the structure. The only repairs 
possible constitute complete recon- 
struction. Portions of the wharf not 
reconstructed should be removed and 
barricades erected.” 

Estimates for reconstruction are to 
be prepared, but before they are sub- 
mitted the engineer of bridges wants 
to know whether or not logs from the 
workhouse grounds and workhouse 
labor can be used to reduce costs. 

Brennan reports that the steamship 
wharves are ail safe and although sev- 
eral private wharves are in disrepair, 
those used generally by the public are 
in good condition.

Proposals for Mississippi River flood 
control along quite different lines from 
those laid down in the administration 
plan now before Congress are contained 
in separate bills introduced yesterday 
by Senators Robinson, of Arkansas, the 
Democratic leader, and Hawes (Demo- 
crat), Missouri. 


Both measures would create a perma- 
nent Federal policy, Robinson propos- 
ing to hve the Congress say that “the 
United States hereby recognizes and as- 
sumes its obligations to prevent de- 
structive floods in the Mississippi Val- 
ley.” while the Hawes measure would 
lay down the policy that the Federal 
Government assume and maintain ex- 
clusive control of flood prevention. 

The Hawes plan calls for a total ex- 
penditure of #1,000,000,000, the funds 
to be raised by bond issue, if necessary, 
with $100,000,000 to be spent annually 
The Robinson plan calls for $100,000 000 
a year until the work is completed 

The Democratic leader would con- 
tinue the Mississippi River compnis- 
sion, broadening its authority to in- 
clude control of the upper valley and 
the tributaries of the main stream, 
while the Missouri senator would cre- 
ate a new commission to be composed 
of five members. 

Both plans were referred to the com- 
merce committee, to which also was re- 
ferred President Coolidge’s message of 
Thursday transmitting and indorsing 
the Army engineers’ plan of control, 
which would apply solely to the lower 
valley with a system of spillways and 
improved levees.

Navy Receives 7 Bids 
On 25 Flying Boats 


(Associated Press.) 

Seven bids for the construction of 
25 flying boats of the PN type, with 
& cruising range of 3,000 nautical miles 
and a cruising speed of 100 miles an 
hour have been received at the Naval 
Bureau of Aeronautics. The offers 
ranged from $1,466,250 to $2,072,902. 
Contracts will .be awarded later. 

Specifications for the new aircraft, 
which Rear Admiral W. A. Moffett, chief 
of the bureau, said yesterday were not 
seaplanes but flying boats, were based 
on developments from the construc- 
tion of the PN-11. They will have a 
wingspread of over 80 feet and a mini- 
mum gasoline capacity of 750 gallons. 
As much as 1,300 gallons of fuel can be 
carried if the armament is removed. 
With the exception of one war-time 
order, this will constitute the largest 
single purchase of aircraft ever placed 
by the Navy. 


Antimonopoly League 
HearsAdmiralRodgers 


International concessions are merely 
business bargains whose justification is 
to be found in mutual advantage, Rear 
Admiral William Ledyard Rodgers de- 
clared yesterday at a conference held by 
the Antimonopoly League in the Ra- 
leigh Hotel.

He ap- 
peared several days ago as & defense 
witness, testifying that outbursts he 
observed in the defendant caused him 
to regard Remus as insane. His exam- 
ination today was devoted largely to his 
legal efforts in behalf of the Ohio and 
Kentucky Distillery Corporation, of 
which he said Remus owned 55 per 
cent, and Imogene Remus 22.67 per 
cent, and the disposal of liquidating 
dividends and physcial 
organization.

IN OKLAHOMA QUIZ 


Polish Premier to Take Hand | Investigating Committee of 


in His Nation’s Dispute 
With Lithuania. 


ENDING STATE OF WAR, 
IS GOAL IN THE LEAGUE 


Meeting of the Two Opposing 
statesmen, However, Is 
to Be Avoided. 


Geneva, Dec, 9 (A.P.).—The arrival 
here of Marshal Joseph Pilsudski, 
Premier of Poland, has caused general 
realization of the serious state of affairs 
existing in the Baltic and has created a 
feeling at Geneva that the quarrel be- 
tween the Warsaw and Kovno govern- 


|ments holds potential danger for the 


peace of Europe. This feeling was re- 
fiected in today’s feverish activities, 
which included a conference this after- 
noon between Premier Pilsudski, Sir 
Austen Chamberlain, British foreign 
secretary, and Foreign Minister Briand 
of France. 

Pressure is being exerted on Premier 
Waldemaras of Lithuania to influence 
him to accept a compromise solution, 
but he has in Lithuania a following 
which apparently expects more positive 
action, while Lithuanians in the United 
States are bombarding him with cable- 
grams exhorting him not to weaken. 


Compromise Is Sought. 


Meanwhile Foreign Minister Beelaerts 
Van Blokland of the Netherlands is 
struggling hopefully with the big job 
of solving the controversy. It is be- 
lieved here that his plan of settlement. 
will involve, first, recognition by both 
Lithuania and Poland that a state of 
war no longer exists between them; 
second, declaration by both countries 
that. henceforth they. will be “neigh- 
borly,” and third, appointment of a 
commission which temporarily will 
watch over the disputed frontiers and 
report any vital development to the 
council of the League of Nations. 

Some doubt existed tonight whether 
the council of the league would dis- 
cuss the affair tomorrow morning, 
much depending on last minute de- 
velopments, League officials were in- 
clined to the belief that Marshal 
Pilsudski would be present at the final 
discussion. 

The general belief expressed here is 
that the council will find a way of ob- 
taining at least a provisional settlement 
of the dispute, and by attempting the 
crisis will gradually induce Lithuania 
and Poland to resume diplomatic rela- 
tions and cooperate in economic and 
financial affairs. 


Premiers Not to Meet. 


That Premier Pilsudski and Premier 
Waldemaras of Lithuania would face 
one another in an open meeting of the 
League of Nations council was re- 
garded as unlikely here today. 

Pilsudski, it was thought, would 
merely hold conversations with the 
members of the league council indi- 
vidually on the Lithuanian-Polish dis- 
pute. 

Because of the high tension of the 
relations between the two countries and 
the very bitter personal attack Pilsudski 
is credited with having made upon 
Waldemaras in an interview through 
the Polish Telegraph Agency, influen- 
cial members of the council have ad- 
vised against bringing the two pre- 
miers together. 

The grizzled Polish leader wore a 
weather-beaten gray fedora and a plain 
gray overcoat and suit when he left the 
train unceremoniously this afternoon at 
the Geneva station and entered a wait- 
ing motor car. 


Crowd Misses Him. 


A crowd was awaiting, but was at 
the wrong end of the long train and a 
battery of photographers similarly in 
the wrong place got no pictures of the 
premier. It was only by fast sprinting 
that Mme. Elise Bartiska, a beautiful 
Polish girl residing in Geneva, made 
her way to the motor car before it 
started and presented a bouquet of red 
and white roses to the marshal. 

The premier’s party consisted only of 
a secretary and Foreign Minister Za- 
leski. The Polish leader merely nodded 
his head and shrugged his shoulders to 
correspondents who asked him for a 
statement, 

Premier Pilsudski, whose romantic 
and varied career has made him one of 
Central Europe’s outstanding figures, 
looked more like a simple Polish land- 
owner than a marshal when he ap- 
peared among the diplomats and corre- 
spondents resplendent in fur-lined coats 
with grand opera collars. Geneva, how- 
ever, is promised a glimpse of the mar- 
shal in full regalia as his secretary 
carries his sword and dress uniform.

SUBPENA IS DEFIED 
BY STATE’S AUDITOR 


Judiciary Body Considers 
Means to Compel Wit- 
nesses to Attend. 


Oklahoma City, Dec. 9 (A.P.).—Warn- 
ing State officiglsearf! employes in a 
resolution that”any attempt to interfere 
with its inquiries would be cause for 
impeachment or dismissal, the investi- 
gating committee of the Oklahoma 
House of Representatives’ self-convened 
session today delved deeper into the af- 
fairs of several State departments. 

The inquiry today dealt chiefly with 
the governor’s office, the State board of 
agriculture and the State banking de- 
partment. Sitting as a court of im- 
peachment, the State senate is marking 
time awaiting the filing of charges by 
the house. 


Investigator Indicted. 


After several witnesses had appeared 
before a subcommittee appointed to 
hear evidence concerning the agri- 
cultural department, Representative H. 
Tom Knight, a leader in the fight 
against the administration of Gov. Henry 
S. Johnston, said evidence that would 
“ruin some one” has been obtained. 

A bulletin issued by A. M. Miller, 
sheriff of Oldham County, Tex., ofiering 
a reward of $250 for the return of Jose 
Alvarado, former special investigating 
officer employed by Gov. Henry S. Johns- 
ton, was presented to the main investi- 
gating committee. Alvarado is wanted 
on an indictment charging him with 
robbing a bank at Wildorado, Tex. 

Mr. Kight recently charged the gov- 
ernor had commissioned “desperate 
men,” authorizing them to shoot to 
kill and promising them immunity. 
Alvarado was commissioned as a special 
agent to hunt bank bandits, and his 
commission showed the governor had 
promised him immunity if any one was 
killed in the search. 


Refuses to Testify. 

A. S. J. Shaw, State auditor, revealed 
he had ignored a subpena to appear 
before the committee. He previously 
had refused to approve an. expense 
claim presented by a member of the 
legislature on the ground that the 
State Supreme Court had held the ses- 
sion illegal, and said he would be in- 
consistent if he obeyed the investigat- 
ing committee’s subpena. A judiciary 
committee is now considering means by 
which it can compel attendance of wit- 
nesses. 

Mr. Kight said a report would be 
ready for the house of representatives 
when it reconvenes Monday after a re- 
cess. It is also probable, he said, that 
at least one charge would be ready for 
presentation to the senate court of 
impeachment if the charge is approved 
by the house. 


COERCION IS CHARGED 
IN KENTUCKY VOTING 


U. S. Coal and Coke Company 
Named in a True Bill by 


Jury at Harlan. 


Harlan, Ky., Dec. 9 (A.P.). — The 
United States Coal & Coke Co., of Lynch, 
near here, a subsidiary of the United 
States Steel Corporation, was charged 
in a true bill returned yesterday by a 
grand jury “with unlawfully coercing 
its employes” to vote for D. C. Jones, 
successful Republican nominee for cir- 
cuit. judge in an election last Novem- 
ber 8. 

All other candidates on the Republi- 
can ticket were given the aid of the 
company, the indictment alleged.

phen Weinberg, who occupied the news 
spotlight in 1922 when, posing as a 
naval officer, he introduced ‘Princess 
Fatima” to President Harding, is under 
arrest again 

He was charged today with violat- 
ing the penal code which pertains to 
practicing law without being admit- 
ted to the bar, and also with selling 
lists of names compiled by another 
The latter charge was preferred by 
James R. Brown, investment broker, 
who alleged Wyman unlawfully sold a 
list of names of the American Insur- 
ance Co., of Newark, N. J. During the 
proceedings growing out of the Hard- 
ing episode, when he was found guilty, 
medical authorities testified that Wy- 
man was a victim of “grandiose ideas” 
and that he had been an inmate at 
Dannemora Prison 

He appeared in the news again at 
the time of the death of Rudolph Val- 
entino, in New York. When Pola Ne- 
gri, screen star, came here for the fu- 
neral, announcing that she had been 
engaged to Valentino, she was ap- 
proached by a solicitous doctor. He 
assisted in arranging -for the funeral 
services until his identity became 
known. No criminal charges were pre- 
ferred against him, however. 

Wyman gained the hispitality of the 
White House in the guise of “Comman- 
der Stanley Wyman, U. S. N., official 
escort to the Princess Fatima of Af- 
ghanistan.” In his immaculate Navy 
uniform the impostor extraordinary had 
himself accepted without question by 
Princess Fatima, Sultana of Kaboul 
when she arrived in New York, by tell- 
ing her he had been appointed her es- 
cort by the chief of police. Although 
the British Embassy said it understood 
the princess had full claim to her title, 
an Afghan official at Washington said 
she had no more claim to her title than 
Wyman to his.

FLOOD CONTROL. 


It remained for former Gov, Pinchot, of 
Pennsylvania, to bring into the open the smol- 
dering criticism of the Army engineers who in 
the past have had charge of the Mississippi 
River. Speaking before the National Rivers and 
Harbors Congress recently in advocating a 
series of reservoirs to solve the flood problem, 
Mr. Pinchot assailed the work of the Army 
engineers. Maj. Gen. William H. Bixby, retired 
chief of the Engineer Corps, was quick to the 
defense. “Army engineers,” he declared, ‘‘are 
the servants of Congress, have done what Con- 
gress instructed them to do in the Mississippi 
Valley, and have done it exceedingly well.” 

Af a later session of the congress, Maj. Gen. 
Edgar Jadwin, present chief of Army engineers, 


called attention to che fact that his organiza. | 


tion had drawn up the flood contfol plan, sup- 
ported by the advice of all the engineers in 


| the country who were intimately familiar with 
| the Mississippi problem. 


It would take another 
Zroup ten years, he said, to attain anything 
like mastery of the subject, and in the end 


| they would not be able to devise a better plan. 


The Engineer Corps needs no defense. Its 


| personnel has realized throughout its admin- 
| istration of the Mississippi River that the job 


was not being managed as well as might be 
were every facility made available and every 
restriction removed. The Army engineers have 
been required to attempt to administer a gi- 
gantic task with pitifully inadequate funds. 
have faced incessant criticism and 
jealousy of civilian engineers who ignored the 
handicaps under which the Army engineers 
were forced to labor: They have done as good 
a job as could have been expected under the 
circumstances. That the Mississippi was not 
tightly harnessed is no fault of theirs. 

The report submitted to Congress deals with 
the lower valley alone, from Cairo, Ill., to the 
Gulf, and contemplates an expenditure of 
$296,400,000 within a ten-year period. The 
Government would bear 80 per cent of the 
cost as compared with the 66 2-3 per cent it 
bears at the present time. It provides for a 


spillway above New Orleans, diversion flood- | 


ways in the Atchafalaya and Tensas Basins in 
Louisiana, a river bank floodway from Cairo 
to New Madrid, Mo., the strengthening and 
raising of existing levees, and stabilization of 
the river channel. The plan “fundamentally 
differs from the present project in that it 
limits the amount of flood water carried in the 
main river to its safe capacity,” the report 
says, ‘‘and sends the surplus water through 
lateral floodways.”’ 

This is the plan made after competent study 
by engineers with a background of Mississippi 
River experience. It is the only plan that 
stands a chance of adoption. If it fails, flood 
control will not be accomplished. Congress 
is not competent to make the final decision as 
to the details of how control is to be attempted. 
Millions are involved. Millions additional will 
be wasted if the numerous suggestions of 
amateur fixers, whose eyes are glued upon the 
pork barrel, are heeded. All who sincerely 
seek to control the Mississippi should stand 
solidly behind the plan proposed by the ad- 
ministration. 


LET CONGRESS BE FAIR. 


All other local matters to be acted upon by 
the present Congress are subservient to that 
of reestablishment of an equitable and just 
fiscal relationship plan. Existing law provides 
explicitly that the Federal Government is to 
assume its proportionate share of the expenses 
of running the local government, and it is only 
because the majority yield to the persistent 
pressure of a few representatives that the in- 
equitable lump sum appropriation has been 
substituted for the law. A bill will be pre- 
sented to both houses shortly providing that 
the proportionate basis of appropriations be 
resumed. If the matter can be expedited 
through a new bill, well and good. 

When the first lump sum appropriation was 
made, in 1924, $9,000,000 approximated 40 
per cent of the total budget. It may have 
been that the mounting cost of administering 
Washington was not anticipated at that time 
and that the legislative body was sincere in its 
belief that restriction to a lump sum would 
act as a curb upon any tendency to increase 
local expenditures. This does not alter the 
fact, however, that the innovation ignored the 
existing law. 

The appropriation asked for 1929, $40,431,- 
186, the largest in the District’s history and 
the first to reach and pass the $40,000,000 
mark, represents an increase of approximately 
$20,000,000 over that appropriated in 1924. 
The lump sum, $9,000,000, represents only 
about 22 per cent of the whole and it will not 
be many years before the budget reaches the 
$50,000,000 figure. During the current fiscal 
year the Government, through the lump sum, 
contributed only 28.82 per cent of the cost of 
running the District. 

With $594,000,000 worth of tax-exempt 
property, of which $470,000,000 is owned by 
the Federal Government, Washington feels 
fully justified in demanding of Congress relief 
from excessive burdens upon private taxpayers. 
Washington asks that Congress return to the 
fair and just rule whereby the National Gov- 
ernment shall pay its proper share of the cost 
of the government of this District. 


CLARIFICATION OF LAW. 


Gradually American sentiment in regard to 
the antitrust laws is undergoing change. Prior 
to passage of the Sherman act combinations 
in restraint of trade aroused intense antago- 
nism against great corporations. Of late years, 
however, instances have arisen in which com- 
binations have worked to the advantage of the 
public, and there is a disposition to credit cor- 
porations with good faith in effecting com- 
binations. 

In his annual report to Congress, Mr.’ Davis, 
Secretary of Labor, suggests modification of 
the antitrust laws for the purpose of “un- 
shackling industrial efficiency.” The Sherman 
laws have worked out well in a large measure 
and should not be abolished, he said, but im- 
provements in the system could be made which 
would help labor, industry, business and com- 
merce. In fact, he continued, “not all business 
consolidations are illegal; nor, does it seem 
to me, are all prosecutions enumerated under 
antitrust principles properly applicable to in- 
dustrial leaders whose first concern is usually 
to meet the laws of supply and demand. It is 
only when trade is flagrantly restrained, as I 
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understand it, that competition is endangered 
by monopolistic combinations.” 

in another section of his report Mr. Davis 
said that in all the years of national develop- 
ment one of the greatest virtues of the people 
has been their faith in and respect for the 
law and the courts, through which there has 
been developed an equitable and just system 
of jurisdiction which now merits universal 
public respect. . Yet he has seen time and again, 
he continued, a spirit of recklessness over what 
working people seem to think is the too fre- 
quent use of the injunction in controversies 
which now and then enter into contractual re- 
lationships. Labor believed that enactment of 
the Clayton amendments to the Sherman act 
would restrict the use of the injunction to a 
great extent, but labor now believes that the 
measure is not being given liberal and effectual 
interpretation. The belief that the intention 
of Congress is being defeated, he continued, 
may lead to the regrettable result of disrespect 
for the courts. This situation calls for action 
by Congress toward Clarification of the Clayton 
amendments so that there may be no cause, 
real or apparent, for the belief that labor con- 
troversies are being determined through 
judicial legislation. 

As a general proposition Secretary Davis’ 
suggestion will meet with approval. There 
must, of course, be no tinkering with the fun- 
damental judicial power. If, however, through 
clarification of the laws the relationships be- 
tween employer and employe can be improved, 
such action should be favored. All laws should 
be clear and unmistakable in their intent and 
scope. 


PERSHING MILITANT AGAIN. 

Gen. John J. Pershing, who met with some 
success as the leader of a “drive” along in 
1918, has been chosen to lead another. His 
objective this time is to add to the war chest 
of the Washington Cathedral, in course of erec- 
tion on Mount St. Alban. 

Up to the present between 25,000 and 26,000 
persons from every State, as well as from 22 
Territories and foreign countries, have con- 
tributed toward the building of the cathedral, 
the total thus contributed exceeding $6,000,000. 
These gifts range in value from more than 
$500,000 in the form of a legacy from the late 
John A. Kasson, to 10 cents from an unknown 
donor. 

It will be many years before the great work 
is completed, but in the end Washington will 
have a structure devoted to religion, which will 
rival those glorious cathedrals that are the 
chief ornament of Europe. Gen. Pershing is 
the right man for the leadership of such a 
drive. 


SENATOR JAMES A. REED. 


The events of the last few days have nat- 
urally unloosed a flood of political specula- 
tion. Washington is full of rumors and talk 
of the strategy and tactics of those who are 
or are believed to be candidates for either the 
Republican or Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation. The situation is only a forerunner of 
what may be expected until the conventions 
decide which of the many aspirants are to be 
the respective standard bearers. 

It is not strange, therefore, to find that sig- 
nificance is attached to the rumor that Senator 
Reed, of Missouri, may file his candidacy for 
the Senate in 1928. Last year the Missouri 
senator announced that he would not be a can- 
didate again. This was taken to mean that he 
would be a candidate for the presidential nom- 
ination. Events have justified that conclusion, 
and there is every reason to believe that he is 
still willing and anxious to be the leader of his 
party in the coming campaign. 

If the Democratic convention should not take 
the same view. what of Senator Reed’s future? 
Other men have sought the presidential nomi- 
nation with one hand and retained their grasp 
upon some other office at the same time. Even 
if Senator Reed has no such notion, there are 
many Missouri Democrats who wish him to re- 
main in the Senate for the good of the State 
and the party. Senator Reed may yield to such 
appeals if he finds the way barred that might 
lead him to the White House. In the meantime 
those who count him out of the Democratic 
fight for the nomination may find that the 
corpse is not as dead as at first reported. 


BETTER PARCEL POST SERVICE. 


Business men of Boston, after investigating 
the handling of parcel post packages in that 
city, have filed a vigorous report with the 
Postoffice Department in which the shortcom- 
ings of the service are arraigned. Boston is 
not the only city which has cause for complaint 
against the manner in which parcels committed 
to the mails are handled. There is scarcely a 
community in the country from which com- 
plaints of carelessness and dilatory handling 
have not been received. Washington is no 
exception to the rule. Several instances have 
been cited in which parcels mailed to points 
within a night’s ride of the Capital have not 
been delivered for a week. 

Even perishable packages, unless stamped 
for “‘special handling,’’ for which an extra fee 
of 25 cents is exacted, are held beyond all 
reason at some transfer point, or in the receiv- 
ing rooms of the postoffices. 

The Boston business men are the first to 
make a careful survey of the situation and to 
file formal complaint with the department, 
which complaint is accompanied with rather 
startling specifications. Nor was the*time for 
the investigation chosen during the ‘‘rush sea- 
son”’ of the postal service, but in April, during 
the prevalence of normal conditions. The re- 
port details the time occupied in transmitting 
and delivering 136 ordinary parcels between 
New York and the Hub. The rail time between 
the two cities is about the same as between 
New York and Washington, which averages 
less than six hours. Of the 136 pieces of mail 
recorded just 5 were delivered within 24 
hours after having been mailed in New York. 
Twenty-one were delivered within 48 hours, 
5 required 6% days, 7 others were not deliv- 
ered until 7% days after mailing, and 11 
others required 4 days each. 

The Boston committee further reports that 
the most slovenly methods of handling prevail 
and that the trouble is in the mechanical equip- 
ment furnished by the department, rather than 
through the faults of the employes of the 
service. 

There is certainly room for improvement by 
other means than “‘the revision of the parcel 
post rates,’”’ and now that Postmaster General 
New has heard from Boston he may be de- 
pended upon to set in motion the machinery 
which will lead to betterment of the service, 
not only between New York and Boston but

Our Congress 
annually enacts more laws than are 
enacted by the combined governments 
of Europe. But we should get rid of a 
large number of the independent bu- 


reaus and commissions, and then curb. 


the activities of many of those still re- 
tained.

True Cost of Government Ships. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: We 
are sometimes misled by the off-hand 
assumption that we realize the meaning 
of what we read easily. Thus, it is 
simple enough to read \that the “operat- 
ing loss” of the United States Shipping 
Board for the past fiscal year has been 
$16,000,000. It reads so fluently that 
one is apt to assume that figure to 
represent the entire loss for that year. 
“Operating loss” and “entire loss” can 
be, and in this case are, two things, the 
first being but part of the latter. 

The Shipping Board has 800 ships, of 
which 500 are “tied up.” The 800 ships,. 
at an average of 5,000 tons each, 
amount to 4,000,000 tons. With ton- 
nage at $50, the ships are worth $200,- 
000,000. Six per cent on that sum is 
$12,000,000. The last figures represent 
lost interest and is not included in the 
board’s “operating loss.” 

Further, vessels depreciate rapidly, es- 
pecially when “tied up.” An average 
depreciation of 20 per cent per vessel 
is the minimum admissible. That 
means @ loss of $40,000,000 per year, not

SPECTACULAR ROLE 
OF OATAN IN FAUST 


Basso Quickly Takes Center 
of Stage With Dramatic 
Impersonation. 


SINGING BY CAPITAINE 
HELD BEST OF WEEK 


Dorothy Speare and Ivantzoff 
Add Distinction to the 
Famous Opera. 


The galaxy of opera stars featured 
in the anniversary festival of the Wash- 
ington National Opera Company at 
Poli’s Theater was augmented last night 
in a spectacular manner by Georges 
Baklanoff, who sang the role of Mephis- 
topheles in “Faust.” Like Chaliapin, 
whose interpretation is very similar, 
M. Baklanoff quickly occupied the cen- 
ter of the stage with his portrayal of 
the archenemy of. man who led poor 
Faust to his doom. 

Baklanoff’s voice is a tremendous 
basso, with organlike tones sounding 
out in the rise and fall of Satanic emo- 
tions. This veteran of grand opera, who 
once played with the great Plancon, 


and is Known for his work with the} 


Boston Opera Company, gave a dra- 
matic impersonation of the role. His 
histrionic ability was equal to any seen 
on the Poli’s stage this week. 

The Mephistopheles of M. Baklanoff 
was clothed in dark green, a rather 
welcome relief from the obvious red 
garments so often worn by His Satanic 
Majesty in “Faust.” His makeup was 
very realistic and his acting contained 
s0 much realism that he really was a 
sight to terrorize the heart. 


Capitaine Scores as Faust. 


In his “Calf of Gold” song the audi- 
ence realized that here was a master 
of grand opera with a voice more than 
adequate for the role. 

Maurice Capitaine, our singing visitor 
from overseas, was thoroughly at home 
in the character of Faust. He looked 
the part and he sang with consum- 
mate ease. A sweetness of tone and 
depth of richness in his great arias and 
solos made his performance last night 
vocally the greatest of the week. In his 
“Night of Love” duet with Marguerite, 
as in the tenor solo, “Salve Demura,” 
unforgettably sung by Caruso, passion, 
tenderness and impeccable diction 
brought round after round of applause 
to him. 

Miss Dorothy Speare achieved her 
third success of the week in the role of 
Marguerite. She looked the part and 
was an appealing, dainty maid. Her 
“King of Thule” song was sung with 
true interpretation of its crowding 
beauties and put the audience in a 
proper mood to appreciate the beauty 
of her voice and her acting. After this 
week there is no doubt but that Miss 
Speare has a real career in grand opera. 
She is able to infuse her distinctive 
personality into her roles without mar- 
ring the picture of the characters she is 
portraying. And that is certainly one 
of the first essentials of operatic suc- 
cess. 


Ivantzoff Puts Force Into Acting. 


Oncé more we heard Ivan Ivantzoff in 
his favorite character of Valentine, 
which he sang here with Chaliapin sev- 
eral seasons ago. In his duel with 
Faust, who came on the scene accom- 
panied by his familiar friend, the devil, 
Ivantzoff put remarkable force and con- 
viction into his acting. Another high 
point in the opera was Ivantzoff’s rendi- 
tion of the death denunciation song of 


Bimboni, who has conducted every 
opera of the week, superbly supported 
the singers and won commendation for 
itself, as well as for its handling of 
the great orchestral compositions, no- 
tably the celebrated Faust waltz, in 
which the ballet rather lagged; the Sol- 
dier’s March; the majestic chomuses of 
the church €cene, the noble overture

DRYS DENY INTENTION 
TO ISSUE NEWSPAPER 


Director of Antisaloon League 
Publicity Suggests Cost

The biennial convention of the league 
formally adjourned yesterday at noon, 
and last night most of the delegates and 
Officers had left Washington for their 
homes. Members of the executive com- 
mittee will return early in January for 
the Nation-wide conference of temper- 
ance forces.

With Recipe for Curry 


Having conquered the financial 
world, Secretary of the Treasury An- 
drew Mellon is reaching out for more 
worlds to conquer, and his eyes are 
resting with delight on the empire of 
the gourmet. 

With this in mind he has prepared 
a recipe for curried chicken, designed to 
tickle the palate of the most fastidious.

would not press with vigor his nomi- 
nation for President. 

“His name will be presented to the 
Democratic convention.

This being the plan of Reed’s friends, 
it would be foolish for him to come 
out at this time to deny that he had 
any aspirations and throw his strength 
to Smith, it is pointed out. About a 
year ago Senator Reed did announce 
that he would not be a candidate for 
the Senate again. But conditions in 
hie State would be fraught with all 
sorts of uncertainties should he throw 
the senatorial field open, it is said. The 
word that he had definitely decided to 
enter the senatorial race was passed 
out, though not in formal form, to the 
Kansas City delegation here seeking 
the Republican national convention, a 
few days ago. 

On the Republican side yesterday 
some very subtle moves were being 
made designed to throw the army of 
Federal patronage holders behind Sec- 
retary of Commerce Hoover. R. B. Crea- 
ger, Texas Republican national commit- 
tee man, for one thing, made forman an- 
nouncement that the Texas delegation 
would be for Hoover. There was consid- 
erable discussion of a letter sent out to 
members of the Republican State com~- 
mittee of Maryland by Galen L. Tait, 
committee chairman, and collector of 
internal revenue at Baltimore. 

“In view of the declinations of Presi- 
dent Coolidge and Mr. Hughes, I be- 
lieve the sentiment among Republicans 
in Maryland, as well as in many other 
States, today strongly favors Mr. Hoov- 
er,” Tait’s letter said. 

Explaining that the Maryland organi- 
zation should unify its forces for a par- 
ticular candidate because such a course 


Under these circumstances I feel it my 
duty to ask Maryland Republicans to 
thoughtfully consider if among the dis- 
tinguished candidates Secretary Hoover 
should not be their leading choice.” 

The fact that Tait is in the Treasury 
organization and close to David H 
Blair, internal revenue commissioner, 
gave rise to speculation as to whether 
Secretary Mellon plans to support Hoo- 
ver. Tait, it was pointed out, would 
hardly go out on a limb, so to speak, if 
he did not have reason to believe that 
his espousal of the Hoover cause was 
satisfactory to the Treasury head. 

There is a possibility, of coursé, of 
William P, Jackson, Maryland national 
committeeman, making a fight for an 
uninstructed delegation. This proposi- 
tion could be voted in the State’s pri- 
mary.

BUILD WELL AND SAVE ON 

; HEAT BILL. 

- POORLY constructed house is a 

_ bad business proposition, accord- 

ing to J. D. Hoffman, of Purdue 

University. The cost of supplying heat 
enough to offset that which leaks out 
through the walls is excessive. In a 
short while, the extra coal bill more 
than equals the extra cost of good 
construction. Besides, there is the dis- 
comfort from the cold in winter and 
the heat in summer, which are results 
of pbor construction. 

Hoffman figures that the waste in 
fuel*in an average six room house dur- 
ing am average Indiana winter, which 
can be charged to r construction, 
is about $30. Poor construction adds 
just’ about 25 per cent to the cost of 
heating. 


Much of the loss of heat is due to 
poor construction of the side walls. If 
the side walls were niade air tight on 
both faces by the proper use of paper, 
much heat would be saved. On the 
inner face the paper should be put on. 
and ‘then the laths and plaster, or other 
finish added on the outside wall; the 
layer of paper should be covered by 
properly laid, good weatherboarding or 
other good, relatively airproof, water- 
proof, outer covering. The spaces be- 
tween the studding should never open 


attic.. The basement should be snug 
and airproof and the room floors above 
the -basement should have a layer of 
paper underneath good airtight floor- 
ing. 


All attics should be floored. The 
waste of heat through unfinished at- 
tics is enormous. At the present prices 
of coal few people can afford the lux- 
ury of an unfloored, unfinished attic. 
And such an attic is as hot in summer 
as it is cold in winter. 

Insulated windows reduce the leak- 
age around windows by about 70 to 90

It is estimated that it costs more 
to heat a room of a given size in Texas 
than in Indiana. There is less heat 
leakage around windows and doors 
where the ceiling or walls of a room 
streak dark and light—-that fact is 
ample proof that air is leaking directly 
through at a great rate. The space 
over the lath is light because not much 
air passes through in that zone. Be- 
tween the laths there are black stripes 
due to dirt which has been filtered 
out of the hot air as it flowed freely 
through the plaster. 

Chimneys should be on outside walls 
if they are to work to best advantage. 
The chimney should be at least 30 feet 
high; should extend at least 3 feet 
above the roof; should have a clear, 
internal area that is at least 12 by 12. 
should be smooth and free from cracks. 
That part of the chimney that is in 
the attic should be carefully watched 
tor cracks. Local collections of soot 
mean dangerous as well as wasteful 
cracks. Floors, ceilings and _ walls 
should never be hung on or tied to 
chimneys.

Rumored Third Track 
Threatens Jeffer- 
son Park. 


Legislation Against It 
May Involve All 


Louisiana Tracks. 


EW ORLEANS, La., Dec..9.—What 
looms as the bitterest turf war 
in the. history of the sport may 

be enacted here should the rumor that 
a third track will be built in St. Barn- 
ard Parish be true. 

The ‘report, which has yet remained 
unconfirmed, says that the new track 
will be opened early next year and 
money to finance the project has al- 
ready been subscribed. No conflict in 
dates with the Fair Grounds is said to 
be contemplated, but the mysterious 
promoters are determined to put Jef- 
ferson Park out of business. 

The rumor has been gaining weight 
constantly, and many wild speculations 
are being made as to the effect on 
New Orleans racing. 

Should the rumored plan be carried 
out it may mean the end of racing in 
Louisiana. There is no support fer a 
third track and what action the Leg- 
islature- might take to stop the new 
track will undoubtedly act disastrously 


| for the other two tracks. 


Why the move is being contem- 
plated is not known. One sur- 
mise which has been advanced was 
that the Jefferson Park owners and 
horsemen .were becoming wealthy 
at. the expense of players, due to 
the lack of form shown by the 
horses at the track. 


Favorites have had a tough time here 
and plenty of money has been lost 
when favorites which have looked like 
a copper-riveted cinch have missed, and 
missed regularly. 

Personal vengeance and differences in 
political factions are also playing parts 
in the alleged move. The group which 
is out at present and hopes to get in 
has about as much love for the other 
outfit as a bulldog has for a tramp. 

The Louisiana Legislature never has 
repealed or amended the Lock law, 
which went into effect twenty years ago 
and closed the gates of the New Orleans 
courses. According to the provisions of 
that drastic statute all forms of bet- 
ting are illegal, violations being punish- 
able by heavy fines or jail sentence. 


Court decisions, however, have 
made a resumption of betting pos- 
sible. The modified mutuels were 
declared legal two years ago, after 
certain bookmakers had been placed 
under arrest at the supposed insti- 
gation of political enemies. 


It might be said, therefore, that pres- 
ent racing conditions in Louisiana are 


in danger of being dragged into the 


courts if the new track materializes.

COLUMBUS STATUE 
UNVEILED IN VIRGINIA 


Thousands Cheer as Italian 
Envoy Draws Flags of 


Two Nations Aside. 


Richmond, Va., Dec. 9 (A.P.).—An 
enduring tribute to the courage of the 
great Italian who first set sail from 
the shores of the Old World into the 
great unknown and became the discov- 
erer of a new land, was paid today by 
Italian citizens of Virginia in the un- 
veiling of a monument to Christopher 
Columbus, 

Nobile Giacomo de Martino, Italian 
Ambassador to the United States, drew 
aside the flags of the two nations to 
unveil the statue which Henry L. 
Cavarati, on behalf of the Italians of 
Virginia pre -nted to the City of Rich- 
mond, as thousands of spectators 
cheered. 

Notables of Italian birth from many 
sect'‘ons of the United States, represen- 
tatives of patriotic societies, State and 
city officials and other distinguished 
persons were among the assemblage at 
Byrd Park. 

Nineteen guns roared a :-lute as the 
official party entered the park where 
the statue was standing and bands 
played the Italian national anthem and 
patriotic songs of the two nations.

Toy Sale Prediction

Hesse told the committee that 
under the law neither he nor the Com- 
missioners have power to discipline a 
member of the department believed to 
be ‘guilty of inefficiency or crime, ex- 
cept to cite a man for a hearing be- 
fore the trial board. While not satis- 
fied with the punishment handed down 
by the trial board in some cases, he 
stated, neither he nor the Commis- 
sioners have authority to increase it. 

W. Pearce ayner, who said he had 
been interested in the Police Depart- 
ment for fifteen years, charged that 
there is a general inefficiency and lack 
of discipline in the department. He de- 
clared that a high authority had told 
him that about 200 of the police ac- 
tually are doing the work, while others 
have to be “pushed” and disciplined to 
work, 

ayner also attacked the trial board, 
asserting that it inflicts only light sen- 
tences for offenses of police officers. 

The committee indorsed a proposed 
bill to define and punish vagrancy in 
the District, which carries heavy pen- 
alties. Maj. Hesse assisted in the prep- 
aration of the bill.

MONOXIDE GAS VICTIM 


Chauffeur Overcome by. Motor 
Exhaust Being Kept Alive 
With Oxygen. 


STUDENTS SUPPLY BLOOD 


While the life of Rixey Bridges, 21 
years old, 1223 Thirty-third street 
northwest, hangs in the balance, 
Georgetown University Hospital physi- 
cians are waging what they believe will 
be a successful struggle to revive the 
faint spark of life which remained 
when Bridges was overcome early yes- 
terday by carbon monoxide gas from 
a motor exhaust. The accident oc- 
curred about 5:45 o’clock when Bridges, 
a chauffeur, was warming up truck 
motors at the garage of the Gulf Re- 
fining Co., in Rosslyn, Va. 

Rushed to the hospital by police of 
the Seventh Precinct, Bridges was saved 


from what seemed certain death by 
the administration of oxygen by the 
Fire Department rescue squad. A slen- 
der thread of life was maintained by 
the frequent oxygen treatments 
throughout the day and the victim’s 
poisoned blood supply was replenlished 
by transfusion from the veins of two 
junior medical students of the hospital. 
John Foley and Joseph Hayes. 

Dr. Joseph ‘Scully, who took charge 
oi. the case, is devoting his entire time 
to the grim battle in the emergency 
room of the hospital. A clinic was 
conducted among Georgetown medical 
students yesterday to determine which 
students are subjects for further trans- 
fusion operations which may be neces- 
sary While at first the patient showed 
no reaction to the oxygen, his con- 
dition last night showed a slight im- 
provement, hospital authorities said.
